Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 3-5, 7, 8, 10, 12-15 and 17-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

[Claim 3]: The prior art fails to teach or suggest: A camera device comprising: a camera module 
disposed on a substrate for capturing an image; and a flash unit having two LEDs implanted 
directly on the substrate having the camera module directly thereon , the two LEDs adjoining the 
camera module; a light condensing plate; and a guide that is disposed between the two LEDs and 
the light condensing plate for preventing the light emitted from the two LEDs from dispersing, 
wherein 

the light condensing plate comprises a Ught-dispersing surface on a side of the light- 
condensing plate facing the two LEDs to equalize light emitted from the two LEDs; and a 
surface having a light-condensing ftinction on the other side of the light condensing plate for 
condensing light emitted from the two LEDs, ands, 

the guide has an opening section opening sections, each of which is equal to the emission 
area of the each LED, and each opening section is disposed in proximity of the each emission 
area or in contact with the each emission area of each LED, 

one of the two LEDs, herein defined as a first LED, is disposed in the vicinity of the 
camera module relative to a first line orthogonal to a second line passing through the center of a 
lens surface of the camera module and the other LED herein defined as a second LED . 

[Claim 10]: The reasons for allowance of this claim is similar to claim 3. 
Discussion of prior art: 
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1) US Patent 7136672 discloses a lens 12 with multiple LEDs 1 1 (figure 1). However 
the reference does not disclose at least the limitations a camera module disposed on a substrate 
for capturing an image; and a flash unit having two LEDs implanted directly on the substrate 

having the camera module directly thereon one of the two LEDs, herein defined as a first 

LED, is disposed in the vicinity of the camera module relative to a first line orthogonal to a 
second line passing through the center of a lens surface of the camera module and the other LED 
herein defined as a second LED.
